The entire election machinery waa 
placed in the hands of three Stete 
Commissioners, elected by the Legis- 
lature which bad enacted the Goebel 
election law. and tbe three were Dem- 
ocrat* and partizsna ot William Goe- 
bel. In tbe hand* of the three Com- 
missioners waa vested not oaly the 
power of appointing the county 
boards, bot the judicial power to pass 
upon and determine all questions 
•rising aa to tbe ballota sad the re 
suits, without appeal to any court. 

Notwithstanding tbe tremendous 
power of tbe Goebel ejection machine 
In Kentucky, the Republican candi- 
date* oa the State ticket ol 1899 were 
elected— from Governor Taylor down 
—aud then the infamy waa begun. 

Not for a moment doubting that, 
with all tbe election machinery at it* 
command, the Democratic ticket, 
beaded by William Corbel, would be 
victorious: the Goebel election law 
provided that the State Bssrd ahould 
•ward the oertificat* to that candidate 
who, on the face of the returns, had 
received tbe highest number of vote*. 

Tbe Republican majority dazed them,' 

•nd they turned to the Sute Board for 
relief. Two member* ol that board- 
judge Pryor aod Captain Kill* — re- 
fused tw disregard that provision, and 
the certificate* were awarded to the 
Republican officials- Kor that act of 
independence they were at once forced 
to resign, and William Goebel was 
compelled to aee the inauguration of 
Will tarn S. Taylor as Governor of 
Kentucky, the oath being adminis- 
tered by Chief justice Haielrigg, and 
he immediately begun hla contest be- 
fore * subservient Legislatnte. The 
aew State Election Board waa wholly 
partisan, and made quick work with 
the Republican State official*, who
